REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintending School Committee. 


In accordance with the General Laws of the State, the 
committee hereby present a statement of the condition and 
progress of our public schools during the past year, with a 
few suggestions upon the management of schools and the 
subject of education. 

As indicated by tabular statement there are twenty-four 
legally organized school districts in town. 'T'wo of these 
districts, however, are practically disorganized,—having 
neither school nor school-house in existence. In two of the 
others there has been no term of school the present year, 
owing to the fact of there having been no scholars to attend. 
Thirty different teachers have been employed in the twenty 
districts having schools. In most cases they have mani- 
fested a commendable degree of interest in their work, and 
consequently their terms have been more or less successful. 

In several districts the schools are quite small, in 
two instances only one pupil being in attendance. This in- 
sufficiency of number, of course, militates against any great 
development of instructible talent, but there must be a be- 
gining, and the discipline secured by teachers in these small 
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schools is not usually lost. The numerical feebleness of 
our schools is not, however, the chief feature that affords 
inadequate results to the labor of the teacher. It has been 
apparent to the committee, in their visits to the several 
schools, that the chief evil is irregular attendance. Ifa 
scholar is absent from the school one half of the time, he 
derives but little benefit from his attendance ; and his irreg- 
ularity is a serious hindrance to all with whom he is classed, 
and imposes additional labor upon the teacher. A great 
deal of the absence of pupils has been caused by sickness, 
and there have, doubtless, been other unavoidable causes, 
yet itis believed the average in nearly all cases might 
have been higher, if parents had taken proper care in the 
matter. These figures have to stand comparison with those 
from all other towns in the state, and a measure of town 
pride which would lead us to strive for an excellent record 
would certainly be commendable. ) 

Tardiness is also a formidable evil in some districts. This 
is generally quite inexcusable. Parents should. interest 
themselves in this matter, and exhibit an ambition to have 
their children “on time.” There is hardly ever sufficient 
reason for keeping them at home so that they will be ten or 
fifteen minutes late. By observation and inquiry we are 
convinced that nine tenths of the tardiness in our schools is 
the fault not of pupil but of parent. 

Reading must be allowed to be one of the most important 
of school pursuits, yet in no other is so little instruction 
given by a large portion of our teachers. It is true that a 
large share of the time of schools is given to reading, but 
the proficiency attained by pupils is not at all commensu- 
rate therewith. Generally a lesson is given out to each 
class of such length that they cannot be expected to ac- 
quaint themselves with it before coming out to recite. 
Then each one is required to read the paragraph which 
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happens to fall to him, only mispronunciation and omissions 
being corrected. In some cases the members of the class 
are instructed to watch for these. Enunciation, rapidity of 
utterance, grammatical and rhetorical pauses, quantity and 
tone of voice, inflection, appropriate expression—all are more 
or less disregarded ; not even has the scholar the benefit of 
an example from the lips of the teacher. Frequently no at- 
tempt is made to acquaint the pupil with the meaning of the 
language of the reading lesson. In some cases, incorrect 
pronunciations are carelessly ignored and even given by the 
teacher. In too few of our schools are there dictionaries. 
Scholars and teachers alike should pay more attention to 
lexicology and orthoepy. 

Arithmetic engrosses a deal of effort in our schools, in 
fact more than its relative importance requires. If clearly 
presented it is the most attractive of studies to a majority 
of minds. A thorough knowledge of elementary principles 
and process is needed in every pursuit of life, but beyond 
that most of the labor spent on arithmetic in our schools 
never becomes available ina common business life. A 
change of text books in this branch, if wisely made, would 
doubtless be beneficial, yet far more depends on the teacher 
than upon text books, in giving pupils a clear understand- 
ing of arithmetical principles. 

Grammar, with the prevailing method of presentation, 
falls far short of its professed object—the acquirement of 
the art of speaking and writing correctly. Analysis and 
parsing, the extent of gramatical instruction at present, 
may be essential steps to this acquirement; but they should 
not be taken for the art itself, which involves construction 
quite as much as analysis. The time will come when the 
correct use of language will be taught in our common 
schools, and when we shall have text books convenient and 
suitable for the purpose, for the spirit of the age demands it. 
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History, particularly that of the United States, is a study 
deserving more general pursuit. It should have as many 
students in our schools as grammar, and with a proper text 
book it may be studied with profit by those who have 
not yet attained to sufficient powers of discernment to be 
benefited by grammar. Teachers might do much to give 
an impulse to this much neglected branch of study, but they 
too, in many cases, have lamentable ignorance of history ; 
even in sacred history there is a great lack ot proper infor- 
mation. - This was plainly illustrated in the public examina- 
tion of teachers. The committee saw fit to ask several 
Bible questions, like the following: “ Who led Israel into 
Canaan?” Who was the last of the judges?” etc. Thir- 
teen young ladies were present, only one of which gave an 
answer. 

There is a lack of sufficient iustruction in penmanship in 
our schools. In very few districts is there much, if any, 
attention paid to this important branch of education. If 
scholars bring writing books to school, they are allowed 
only a little time for practice, and the teacher, in too many 
cases, takes no personal supervision of the matter. Con- 
scious of the teacher’s neglect, the pupil takes no heed to 
acquire excellence in his hand-writing. He acquires a ~ 
careless, slipshod style, and at the end of the term, though 
his copy-book may be filled, he really has failed to make any 
discernable improvement in the art of caligrapy. It is not 
desirable, perhaps, that pupils should make any special at- 
tempt to emulate Prof. Eastman or Gaskill, but they should 
have an ambition to attain a clear, legible style of hand- 
writing. If they fail to do this at the district school, nine 
times out of ten they will never mend their way afterwards. 

The present school year of the High School began with 
an entire change of teachers. It is now under the instruc- 
tion of Charles A. Strout, B. A., Principal, and Miss Mar- 
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tha A. Pillsbury, Assistant. The energy, efficiency, and 
fidelity that characterizes their labors afford ample assur- 
ance that the school, under their management, will meet 
the highest expectations of all concerned. 

The chemicals, chemical apparatus and philosophical appa- 
tus with which the school is about to be supplied—thanks 
to the vigor of Prof. Strout, the munificent gift of Hon. John 
Foster of Boston, Mass., and the public spirit of several of 
our honored citizens—will prove valuable above estimate. 
The practical sciences will hereafter be taught in a practical 
way, by the performance of experiments and illustrations. 
This is a grand point gained in the right direction, and will 
do much toward placing the school on a career of steady 
progress. |
